1. Claims 1-5, 8, 10-15, and 18 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 9 and 10, filed 13 March 2007, with respect to the rejection of 
claims 15-18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. This rejection has been withdrawn. 

Citation of Relevant Prior Art 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure, 
a. Itoh (US Patent 6,348,997) discloses an optical system having an array of concave micro 

lenses, but fails to disclose the claimed relationship of this element with to the birefringent 
crystal and the array of convex micro lenses. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5, 8, 10-15, and 18 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record, either 
alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest:
